After 
the reading of the law, the 
prophets and rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent to them, as was the 
habit with distinguished strang- 
ers, saying, “Ye men and breth- 
ren, if ye have any word of exhor- 
tation for the people, say on.” 


Then Paul, that peerless preacn- 
er. stood up, beckoned to those 
present to listen to him, and 
preached a long, eloquent sermon, 
beginning, “Men of Israel, and ye 
that fear God, give audience.” He 
spoke of the long history of the 
Jewish people, of their escape, un- 
der Jehovah’s guidance, from the 
land of Egypt. their wanderings 
in the wilderness, and their estab- 
lishment in the chosen land. He 
told of their kings. leading up 
gradually to Jesus’ birth, teach- 
ings, death and resurrection. 


Many Followed Them 


So eloquently did Paul talk and 
so vast an impression did his 
words make, that many followed 
them, asking them to tell more. 
Next Sabbath almost the whole 
city came to hear them, which 
filled the Jews with envy, so that 
they began to speak against the 
apostles, contradicting them and 
blaspheming. “Then Paul and 
Barrabas waxed bold," St. Luke 
tells us, and told the Jews that 
whereas it was right that they 
should first reveal the gospel to 
them, they now would turn to the 
Gentiles. From this time on, Paui 
preached largely to the Gentiles, 
although he still, of course, ad- 
dressed Jewish congregations, too. 

The Gentiles were “glad and 
glorified the word ef God,” says 
St. Luke, but the “Jews stirred up 
the devout and honorable women,

and the chief men of the city, and 
raised persecution against them, 
and expelled them out of their 
coasts.” Therefore Paul and Bare 
nabas shook the dust of the city 
from their feet and went to Icon- 
ium. 

They converted many people by 
preaching in the synagogue- at 
Iconium, but when they were 


threatened with stoning, they fled , 


to Lystra and Derbe, where they 
preached the gospel. Here they 
saw a man who had been crippled 
at birth, unable to walk. He lise 
tened to Paul speaking and as 
Paul observed him he perceived 
that he had faith to be healed, so 
Paul called to him in a loud voice, 
“Stand upright on thy feet.” And 
the man “leaped and walked.” 


Thought Ancient Gods Return 


When the people of Lystra saw 
this, they believed their ancient 
gods had come to earth again. 
They called Barnabas Jupiter and 
Paul Mercury, and they informed 
the chief priest of Jupiter, and 
brought oxen and garlands and 
intended to do honor to !':se 
“gods” in all their old pagan rites. 
Paul and Barnabas were horrified 
at this, and “rent their clothes,” 
and ran among the people crying, 
‘Sirs, why do ye these things? 
We also are men of like passions 
with you, and preach unto you 
that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God.” 


Certain Jews trom Antioch and 
Iconium then persuaded these 
well-meaning people that Paul 
and Barnabas, instead of being 
gods, were wicked, so that they 
turned against them and stoned 
them and threw Paul. whom they 
thought dead, out of the city. 
However, as he was surrounded 
by his disciples, he revived and de- 
parted with Barnabas for Derbe. 

From Derbe, they went to Lys- 
tra, Iconium and Antioch, preach- 
ing and converting, ordaining 
elders to lead those they convert- 
ed. “After they had _ passed 
through Pisidia they came to 
Pamphylia. And when they had 
preached the word in Perga, they 
went down to Attalia: And thence 
sailed to Antioch.” And there they 
gathered the church together, and 
told of all the things that had 
happened to them on their long 
missionary journey, and how God 
had “opened the door of faith unto 
the Gentiles.” 

“And there,” St. Luke tells us, 
“they abode long time among 
the disciples.” 

In Galatians 3, St. Paul says, 
“ye are all the children of God by 
faith in Christ Jesus. For as many 

of you as have been baptized into 
Christ have put on Christ. There 
is neither Jew nor Greek, there is 
neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female: for ye 
-are all one in Christ Jesus.”

In London belief was growing 
that Russia and Germany are lock- 
ed in a real and severe crisis. Some 
ordinarily cautious quarters even 
suggested the Nazi high command 
may have determined to attack 
Russia no matter what concessions 
Josef Stalin is prepared to yield. 


The British press contented it- 
self with publishing extensive re- 
ports on the Russo-German crisis 
without attempting to analyze the 
significance of the reports, regard- 
ing analysis as almost futile because 
of the cloud of propaganda and 
censorship. 

As the RAF blasted at the Ruhr 
and the French Channel coast, con- 
centrating on Duesseldorf, Cologne 
and Le Havre for the ninth night 
running without attracting any sign 
of retaliation by the Luftwaffe it 
became increasingly obvious that 
the German air force must be pre- 
occupied with other plans, presum- 
ably with concentrating in east- 
ern bases as part of the Nazi show 
of might against Soviet Russia. 

A United Press staff correspond- 
ent reported from Helsinki that key 
areas of Finland, including Helsin- 
ki, have been closed to foreigners. 
The Finns are in an advanced stage 
of preparedness for war. 

Additional indications of the state 
of tension in all regions adjoining 
Russia came from Turkey where it 
appeared that shipping services 
across the Black Sea between Tur- 
key and Rumania have been sus- 
pended. 

The German public today was
